Senate has two ways to weaken 
strong legislation. Us members can talk it to 
death by a filibuster, or they can amend it 
to death. 
They are amending the civil rights bill to 
death 
But in the instance of this particular 
bill, the chances are good that a spark of life 
will be salvaged. 
This is the principle that states which reduce 
colored people to second - class citizenship by 
taking away their constitutional right to vote 
are acting out of order 
It will be the same principle laid down by 
the U S. Supreme Court in its historic ruling 
that states which make distinctions between 
white and colored pupils in their school sys­ 
tems are acting out of order. 
In neither case can the federal government 
force the nonconforming states into line over­ 
night. All the federal government can do at 
the most is to exert relentless pressure to keep 
the nonconforming states aware cf their obli­ 
gation to move in a constitutional direction. 
The South’s favorite rebuttal to the charge 
that it is flouting the Constitution is the claim 
that its critics do not understand its peculiar 
problems because they are not native South­ 
erners; that if they were natives they would 
not be critics. 
In the first place, some of the hardest cities 
of the South's abuses are Southerners w h o 
want to remove the stigma of backwardness 
from the South. 
In the second place, it is begging the ques­ 
tion to say that a critic is not qualified to 
speak unless he lives in the South. It might 
help Southerners to understand their provin­ 
cialism if they lived in the North 
The pressure has been exerted not only by 
whites in the issue of civic rights for colored 
citizens but by the colored citizens, themselves, 
thanks to their right to vote. 
In a very real sense, it is the power of the 
colored vote in northern states that has brought 
the civil rights issue to another showdown in

There are actually s c o r e s of 
places around a house which usual­ 
ly need some attention.

A delivery storage cabinet, or 
‘silent butler,’ for groceries and 
other deliveries when you are 
away from home can be helpful 
as well as useful. 
The storage cabinet 
protects 
the deliveries from stray ani­ 
mals and from rain, and does 
not ‘advertise’ the owner's ab­ 
sence to prowlers. Empty bot­ 
tles can be stored in the cabinet 
prior to being returned to the 
store and in addition the open 
top provides a convenient place 
to put packages while the shop­ 
per is looking for the house key. 
If desired, footings made of 2-by- 
4-inch lumber can be fastened to 
the bottom. 
The sides are made of l-by-12- 
inch lumber 54 inches long. The 
curved 
front 
corner 
is made 
with a coping or jigsaw. The pat­ 
tern for the corner can be made 
with a compass set for a radius 
of 6 inches. The top rear edge 
is cut out 2s* inches wide for 
the top brace. 
Measure and mark the location 
of the center shelf 30 
inches 
from the bottom of each side 


panel. Locate the position of the 
2-inch butt hinges for the door 
4 inches from the bottom of the 
panel and 4 inches from the 
30-mch mark for the shelf. Cut 
out the area for the hinge plate. 
The center shelf and cabinet 
shelf are made of l-by-12-inch 
lumber planed to a width of IO5** 
inches. The top and front braces 
are made of l-by-3-inch lumber. 
Make the doors of l-by-12-inch 
lumber. The door panels are cut 
to a length of 297» inches to al­ 
low for clearance when the door 
is operated. Mark the location 
of the hinges and chisel out the 
area to recess the plate. 
A l-by-12 is used for the bot­ 
tom of the cabinet. 
Assemble with glue and 6-pen­ 
ny finishing nails. First, attach 
the shelves and bottom to the 
sides. Next, the braces and fi­ 
nally the doors, friction catches 
and door pulls complete the pro­ 
ject. 
Round all sharp edges. Set all 
nails and fill the holes with wood 
putty. Sand smooth and paint 
with a good outside paint.
